W A S H I N G T O N , March 5.—Some of the 
eastern papers, for several weeks, have 
been attempting to defy one Wm. 
J. 
Rogers, of Pan Electric telephone fame, 
at the expense of Attorney General Gar- 
land. 
To one familiar with the stand- 
ing of the two men the whole thing as- 
fltimeB the proportion of a gigantic farce. 
The only thing that can be said in favor 
of Eogers is that his ancestors were re- 
spectable people, a fact needing exten- 
Eiva advertisen.ent injview of tie present 
level of the progeny. 
Rogers is at pre- 
sent aresideni o'Bladensburg, where he 
shines in the regal splendor of a duke, 
among a vegro peasantry, and tumble- 
down palaces of a former age reduced to 
rookeries in the present. 
His only oc- 
cupation is drinking whiskey and bar- 
gaining for the purchase of territory by 
the square mile, the trade being de- 
clared off when a money considera- 
tion is demanded. "Parthenon Heights" 
with which he has adorned his country 
spat is a pre-historic farm house, a ser- 
vant's quarters for the home of a Mary- 
land gentlemen who did himself 
the 
honor to entertain General Lafayette on 
his last visit to the United States. 
With 
his usual effrontery Rogers has attempt- 
ed, with a grand flourish of letter-heads 
and "Parthenon Heights," to rob the 
mansion of its glory and settle it down 
on his own humble pile of dilapdated 
brick and mortar. 
His peregrinations 
are made arm in arm with his son, 
the inventor, between the gin mill of one 
Goldenstraw, daily and hourly between 
sunrise and midnight, unless, perchance, 
the tangle-leg "coppers" them before 
that hour 
of 
betwixity when it 
is 
said that 
graveyards 
yawn :and hell 
breathes out contagion on the world. 
The labratory of the son is sittached to 
the "heights" by a gravel walk and did 
duty in former days as a smoke house 
for the palatable quarters'of a hog. Rog- 
ers senior toci up his residence in Bla- 
densburg some two years ago, nnder in- 
spiration of the fact that one of hia sons 
had been placed on the laborers roll of 
the house of representatives in Washing- 
ton, where he put in the majority of his 
time preaching over the bar of the house 
restaurant, cleaning out cold tea. Before 
that he lived further south. 
His entree 
into the antiquated suberb was with car- 
riage and horse and whisky galore—high 
steppers and demijohns, whose ve.y ap- 
pearance paralyzed the rustic neighbors 
and opened the way 
for an unhmited 
credit and respectability and after 
the 
manner of Tittlebat Titmouse npon tak- 
ing poesession of the Aubnry estate. 
As 
long 
as 
the 
horses 
r n d 
car- 
riages remained, 
so 
did 
their 
glory, 
but 
when 
one 
by 
one 
the fleet-footed steeds dropped out of 
view, and the Rogerses had to make the 
pilgrimage to the grocery on their un- 
steady pedal extremities for bug-juice, 
then the caste of the Rogerses was gone, 
with the horses and carriages. 
It is not 
an unusual sight to see the inventor and 
his father helping each other over the 
road, describing meanwhile a Virginia 
stake-and-rider fence in the endeavor. 
During the past summer a neighbor's 
mule strayed into the classic shades of 
Parthenon Heights laboratory, and was 
held in durance vile at the laboratory 
for two days, and then turned loose with 
Pan Electric experiments fastened to his 
back. 
The inventor had, by means of 
copper and steel wire, inducted a dead 
rooster, 
induced 
his 
roostership 
to sit astride the mule and jab a pair of 
of magnificent spurs into the animal's 
flanks everytime he made a step. 
This 
enraged the neighbor, who pat up a pole 
Burmounted by cross keys, from which 
he suspended the rooster with a placard 
from his beak bearing the legend "Old 
Rogers is dead; he holds the keys to 
hell." 
The explanation to this is that 
Mr. Rogers was at onetime an Episcopal 
clergyman, but whisky upset the pul- 
pit and he went over to the Catholic 
church out of revenge, where he has 
been received with a cold shoulder.

He 
has, 
through 
his drunken 
carousals and the publicity given them 
nearly upset the cabinet. 
His son, in 
his lucid moments, possesses inventive 
genus and did invent a really meritorious 
telephone, considered by many superior 
to the Bell telephone, 
A company was 
organized by his father with $1,000,000 
capitalization. 
The old gentleman first 
dispost d 
of $400,000 shares, mostly 
among politicians, realizing enough to 
shine in splendor and disBipation* until 


that was gone. 
His object was to retain 
the controlling interest in the company, 
bnt his thirst formore "crature" induced 
hii^fto let a majority of the shares slip 
down his throat. 
The company having 
secured the controlling 
interest, re- 
fused 
to advance 
any more money 
for expwmeniing or to dispose of more 
territorial rights, and he was ont-voted 
when he attempted to raise money to 
grease his son's fertile brain. 
Thus be- 
ing shut off from the company's crib, he 
turned his back on the men who put him 
on his feet, and sold hia letter book to 
the Bell Telephone company. The latter 
company, to weaken the case against the 
Bell patent, brought by the attorney 
general to invalidate it, published the 
correspondence between the Rogerses and 
prominent politicians and public men, 
including several senators and represent- 
atives and the present attorney general, 
who brought the suit. 


The suit brought by the government 
to invalidate the bell patent is not for 
the purpose of securing exclusive right 
to the pan electric or any other telephone 
invention, for if the courts decides that 
the bell patent has-been obtained through 
collision with patent office officials, the 
result will be th^t every n an will have a 
right to manufacture his own telephone, 
and the time is not far distant when this 
valuable invention will be utilized by the 
general public, unfettered by the giant 
monopoly, and merchant and manufac- 
turer, farmer and mechanic, city and 
hamlet, will talk along the magicerize 
which will wind and and bring together 
the common brotherhood of man.

The Senate Passes the Educa- 
tional Bill.

W A S H I N G T O N , 
March 6.—After 
the 
adoption of the amendments outlined in 
the dispatches yesterday, the 
senate 
passed the educational bill by a vote of 
36 to 11. 
The senate then adjourned 
until Monday. 


The passage of the educational bill by 
the senate was quite a surprise to many 
prominent men of both parties. The bill 
provides for the distribution of $77,000,- 
000, to be sent to the different states at 
the rate of $11,000,000 annually, the dis- 
tribution to be based upon the percent- 
age of illiteracy,

The house went into a committee of 
the whole, Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, in the 
ohair, for a general debate.

John O'Neal, employed at the cement 
mills at Cementville, was run over by the 
cement train, near the works, and his 
head was severed from his body. 


The stables of John Newhouse, Law- 
rence Gulp and J . Ringenberger, at New 
Albany, burned yesterday. 
Gulp also 
lost a pony. 
Aggregate loss. $1,000. 


The vacant house on the farm of Gard 
Quick, a short distance from Columbus 
in tbe country, was burned Wednesday 
night. 
Loss, $600; no insurance; incen- 
diary. 


M. A. Weir, of New Albany, has do- 
nated a handsome residence property at 
Salem, valued at $3,000, to the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church of that place for a 
parsonage. 


The Spencer M. E. church, E. R. Vest 
pastor, 
reports 103 conversions and 
eighty-four additions to the membership 
during the present revival, with the in- 
terest unabated. 


The south-bound passenger train on 
the Vandalia killed a man near Craw- 
fordsville, supposed to be fifty years old, 
a stranger. 
His face was smooth, blue 
eyes, gray hair. 


John McCune, of Charlestown, a vet- 
eran of the wax of 1812, is celebrating: 
his ninety-third birth day. 
He is still 
healthy and vigorous, and all his facul- 
ties unimpcired. 


Dr. J. H. Green, one of the best or- 
chardists of Jackson county, has made a 
careful examination of his fruit trees, 
and says the prospect for an abundant 
apple, plum, cherry and pear crop is 
very promising.

A $300,000 FIRE. 


Schuiuaclier's Oatmeal Mills» at 
Akron, Oliio, in Ashes.

CiiEvjELAND, Ohio, March 6.— At two 
o'clock this morning a fire broke out in 
the extensive oatmeal mills of Ferdinand 
Schumacher, at Akron, Ohio.

PAUL, 
MOnrHY. 


Betniniaeeneea 
of the Great 
Chers-Ptayer, 


When Paul Morphy first appeared as 
a great chess-player 
in the city 
of 
New York at the first American chess 
congress, in 1857, he met in a social 
way the players of New York at a res- 
taurant at Nassau and Fulton streets. 
Over a glass of sherry and a biscuit, 
whicli he usually took 
there before 
l)eginning one of his famous games, 
the then leading players of 
America 
first made his acquaiutan<ie. 
He was 
21 years of age, small in stature, and 
of slight frame. 
His eyes were dark 
and piercing, and tliey glowed i 
>r a 
broad, square forehead. 
In his l)e;u-ing 
he was a prince in politeness, and never 
seemed conscious of the possession of 
great abilities. 
Prol)ably the 
most 
salient point in hi.n character was his 
self-possession, 
i 
Paul Morphy was of a chess-playing 
family. 
He was born in New Orleans 
in 1837. 
His grandfather was a Span- 
iard, and on his mother's side he was 
French. 
When 
a 
mere 
child 
he 
watched his father play chess. 
Seeing 
the boy's interest in the game, Paiil'a 
father taught Iiira tht» value of the 
I)ieces and tlie laws of the game, and 
at 10 years old the old gentleman found 
his time pretty fully occupied when the 
young Morphy sat opposite him at the 
chess board. 
Within two years Mor- 
phy contended successfully with the 
foremost amateur chess-players in New 
Orleans. 
He considered pawns as hin- 
drances, and exchanged, or even sacri- 
fied them in order to give free range 
to his pieces, which he threw into his 
adversary's territory like a little ava- 
lanche, and kept up so fierce an attack 
that his opponent had hardly a chance 
to breathe. 
Once in a while a foreign 
player of distinction -v-isited New Or- 
leans, and every time the foreigner 
tackled the boy the foreigner was meta- 
phorically -wiped out. 


When not 14 years old Paul Morphy 
won nine-tenths of the games he played 
in New Orleans with Eugene Rousseau, 
who had played with the famous Stan- 
ley in 1845, and with Kierseritzky, the 
Hungarian player. 
Ernest 
Morphy, 
Paul's uncle, 
was almost equal to 
Rousseau, and the boy won every game 
he played with his imcle. 
Lowenthal, 
a really great player, visited New Or- 
leans, and, in five games with him, Paul 
won tw^o games, lost one, and two were 
drawn. 
In the New York Chess Con- 
gress, in 1857, Morphy easily defeated 
Paulsen, 
the great blindfold i^layer, 
Fiske, Marasche, Lichtenhein, Thomp- 
son, Meade, Perrin, and others, who were 
considered the best in America. 
In the 
folIoAving year he went to London and 
won a majority of the games against th^ 
best players in the British kingdom, 
performed the then unparalleled feat 
of playing eight games without the 
board, defeating six of his opponents. 
At Paris he played at the Cafe de la 
Regence, and defeated Riviere, Laroche, 
Jowmand, and Divinick. 
Harwitz he 
defeated five times in seven games. Out 
of eleven games with Anderssen, An- 
derssen was beaten seven times, and 
two games were drawn. 


On his return to New York in 1859, a 
reception was tendered to Morphy, at 
which the intellect, wealth, culture, 
fashion, and beauty of the metropolis 
vied in doing him honor. 
Charles 
O'Connor presided. 
President 
John 
Van Buren made the address of wel- 
come. 
Mr. Morphy's admirers, through 
Mr. W. J. A. Fuller, presented him 
with a set of gold and silver chess men. 
Morphy was shortly afterward admitted 
to the practice of law in New Orleans, 
but he was never active as a lawyer. 
It was believed by his friends that he 
greatly injured his health by the strain 
upon his faculties occasioned by blind^ 
fold playing. 
He gave up playing chess 
many years before he died. 


Chess players esteem Morphy's games 
for his power of combination. 
His in- 
vention WM marvelous. 
He was emi- 
nently an 
attacking 
player. 
His 
schemes for harassing an adversary 
were as various as they were brilliant. 
His great power of analysis was ef- 
fective in involved and complicated po- 
sitions of the pieces. 
He was wont to 
say that he aimed to look just one move 
beyond his antagonist's coup d'ael, con- 
fident that none of the thousand inter- 
mediate variations of play had been 
overlooked. 
Morphy's 
temperament 
f a v o r e d h i s p l a y . 
H e w a s a l w a y s c a l m 
a n d self-possessed. 
H e f o r g o t n o t h i n g . 
W h a t 
d e l i g h t e d 
h i m 
m o r e 
t h a n 
any- 
t h i n g w a s t o s t u d y u p s o m e of t h e b o l d 
d o d g e s of t h e f a m o u s p l a y e r h e w a s t» 
p l a y writh, a n d t r i p h i s antagonist i n t o a 
trap once used by himself^ but long ago 
forgotten and disused. 


His most wonderful 
performances 
were those in which he made some of 
his best moves by intuition, as it was 
impossible for 
the human brain to 
tl oroughly analyze the various possible 
results. 
One instance will sufKce. 
In 
a game with Paulsen in the Che.ss Con- 
gress, in 1857, Morphy offered his 
queen for a bishop. 
It looked suicidal, 
and 
Paulsen 
deliberated 
an 
hour 
whether he should take or refuse the 
queen. 
He could not resist the offer. 
Many players who studied the game on 
their own board failed to discover Mor- 
jjhy's subseqtient move. 
Morphy edited 
the chess column in Mr. Bonner's New 
York Ledger for a year.—N. Y. Sun.

The Good S;imaritan 
liad foimd him in a lonely and i-ocky n ^ d , 
where to this very day depredations ai e some- 
times coTJimitt-cd on travelei-s, and the Good 
Samaritan had lifted the poor man into the 
saddle, and thc]i this merciful and well-to-do 
man ii-id 
al!ced brsidc himuHlii tliey i^ot to 
the 1m lie!, aed paid rdl tiie bills 01 rliis iajnred 
man ulii.i he ^ot wfll. 


E l l ! a n d boarding house,s in our day are 
neces>iiit s. 
In vei-y ancient limes they were 
not re(inired, because the world had few 
population, few ]>ioj)le, and the ¡iO]>ulation 
was not mijii ah >ry, and ¡ji-ivate hospitality 
could mt i:t all the demands of sojoui'nei-s, 
Buch as whi>n Abraham, in memory, ru-shed 
out an(^l invit<.'d three men to sit down a t a 
dinner of veal; as -vilien Libiah ui-ged the 
apostles to eonui to her home; a-s when it was 
pai-tially 
commanded 
that 
the people 
should be ;^iven to hospitality. 
The injui-ed 
man was jiut to bed rmd cared for. I t 
was e\ idently a hot^l of the largest and best 
nccoinmodations for, though it was in the 
iomiti y, the landlord was paid at the rate of 
^\-hat \\ ould )>e. in our money, $4 or $5 a day, 
one penny being a day's wages, the two jx^n- 
liies paid the landlord being trwo day's wages. 
Moreover, I think he was a veiy kindly 
landlord, and one of those men entirely 
Wrapped u p in the welfai e and happiness of 
the guest, because this injured man was in- 
trusted to his entire care, although the Gtxxl 
Samaritan said he would be along there after 
a while and would pay; and as in many of 
the lands of the east to-day, these habits are 
•till in vogue. 


But now the world is full of people and 
there is a va-st number of travelers, and some 
have hotels in all the villages and towns and 
cities, presided over by good 
landlords; 
and 
boarding 
houses 
presided 
over by 
host and ho-stess of excellent 
character. 
In all these 
places 
people 
rightly 
make 
permanent 
residences, as fo» instance, 
when 
they 
have 
no 
families; or 
when, by reason of their style of business, 
ttiej are migratory in their habits; or when, 
because o£ ill health or some peculiarity of 
rircumstances, 
they ought not to midertake 
ttie care of housekeeping. 
Many a man fall- 
ing sick in sui.'h places has been carefully 
Watched and nm-sed, and by the memory of her 
own suffering and loss, the one presiding over 
that place has given the sick one all ^he care 
ttiat a mother could bestow upon a sick child; 
•nd the slumberless eye of Gkxi watches and 
appreciates the kindness to a .stranger. 


Some of the best Christian fidelity and 
patience is exhibited by landlords and land- 
ladies in meeting, without any resentment, 
Ehe outrages of those who ask for expensive 
food and for great attention without giving a 
proper equivalent—a lot of cranky men and 
Women who are not worthy of tying the shoe 
•f the queenly caterer. 


I am amazed at the large number of men 
• a d women who behave in a most outrageous 
Style in hotels and boarding houses, showing 
that they had bad rearing, and that in the 
eonstrurtion of their ^ t u r e all that makes 
the gentleman and lady had been left out. 
Some of the most princely men I have ever 
known 
have i>resided over the hotel, and 
•ome of the most queenly women I have ever 
known have presided over the boarding 
house. 
And these boarding houses and hotels 
in ouj- land surpass those of all other lands. 


But it is a crying evil that a vast popula- 
tion in this country are striking the tent of 
tlie private abode, and coming into these gen- 
eral and promiscuous residences, that they 
may escape the responsibility of domestic life, 
and give more time to sociality. 
And be' 
e a n ^ they prefer the conspicuity of these 
imblic residences rather than the quiet and 
privacy of a hcone. 
Such places are for 
tfaose who are in transitu. 
For the most part 
• o d in most cases where they become the per^ 
inanent home they mean demoralization, utter 
jmd complete; and it is at that point ttiat inr 
anmerable fandjbes to-day, have begun to 
44i>fntegrate. 


And I propose tidM inorning to utter burn- 


ing protests, and ask God to bless the word 
whether in the hearing or the reading. 


In much of the boarding house and hotel 
life in this country the demon of gossip holds 
full sway. 
All the guests do, day by day in 
Bome of these places, is to run the gauntlet of 
general suspicion. 
How they look when they 
come down in the morning; how late they 
came in last night; where did they live; who 
they entertained as guests; what they wear; 
what they don't wear; what they eat; what 
they don't eat; how much they eat; how little 
they eat! If a m a n proposes to be reticent 
and isolated in such a place he sometimes 
comes under suspicion. Who is he? Where did 
he 
come from? 
How 
long is he goin¿ 
to stay? Has he paid his board? H o w 
much does he pay? 
There must be something 
about him, or he would speak; perhaps he 
has conunitted some crime, and does not want 
t o b e found out; and the w^hole hou.se goes 
into the detective business; who is he.^ If he 
accidenta II3' leave his door unlocked, he wiU 
find 
when he gets back that the room has 
been in,spected and his tj'unk explored, and 
his letters folded up a different way from the 
way in which he folded them. 
Who is he? is 
the que-stion of more anxious anxiety in many 
of the,se places, and until the subject be- 
comes 
monomania. 
The simple fact is, 
he is nobody in particular but a man irdnd- 
üag his own business. 
T^he be.st landlord and 
landlady sometimes can't hinder their places 
becoming a pandemonium of whispsi-s, and 
reputations are torn to tatters, and suspicions 
raised, and scandals are started, and the parlia- 
ment of the home is blown to atoms by some 
Guv Fawket;. who was not aa-i-ested in time, 
as was his Engli.sh predecessor. 
The reason 
is that while in the j)i-ivate home there is so 
much to do that the family is kept busy, in 
many of the V)oarding houses and hotels of 
this country there is a lai'ge number of people 
who have nothing to do, and that condition 
always makes mischief. For whols hou:rs 
they will be in con.cultaiioji about somebody's 
character. 
Xow. if they had to go half a 
mile before thi-y could reach the willing 
eai-they mip.ht p;et out of breath before they 
arrive there, and tliey mip:ht cool off in their 
animosity and desires to spread the slander; 
oi- thi'y might not go a t all because of the dis- 
tances 


Bnt rooms 2(>, 21, ¿2, 2S, 24 and 25, are on 
the 
same eorritlor, and when one carrion 
crow cries: 
'•Cav/. caw, c a w f 
the whole 
flo<'k of cri IV. s <j;;it}ier over the same ciU"ca.<s; 
oh, Í have heard homi'thing rich; sit right 
down 
here, and I 
will 
tell 
you 
all 
about it: and at the th-st 
guffaw 
they 
p;ntlier in from ail the rooms and each one 
aft<.'r a while leaves the circle and takes a 
s[.ii]-k froni the altar of gab to .some othei' 
circle, until by nightfall evo-ybody in the 
house, fiom the coal heaver in th(> cellar to 
the man in the top room of th<> gairet, has 
heai'd of tlie defatnation. 
And then, in the 
eve¡)in:r, the boai'ders tro out and c a n y the 
tidiii-'^. and the--kntunmal 
iii-es sn-eepLng 
across an Illinois ])rairie are not so r<';gins or 
so switt as lili-; íla.miii;j,- and coiisuiiiin;^ repu- 
tation. bla/.ii:-- i'.cftVss th-' villap- or the city. 


Those of us wiio wei-e bron.-ht up in tiie 
country know thad the old-fashioned hatching 
of v^^'s in the haymow re(iuired 
four or 
fi^•e -weeks of b¡-ooí!i)je'; bnt tlieiv hfts been 
modern nia> hinery invented which hatches 
them out in slmitci' time and more multi- 
tiidinously. 
And so it i> that while in pri- 
vate homt s may be hatched out lure and 
thei-e a fal-ity, aii<l take a 
while to do 


it, many of the l.oardiitcr houses and hotels 
are places jirovided wit!) facilities for swifter 
and more n'liltitudinous mora! 
incubation. 
OiH' olii 
will 
t o!f the nest alter one 


hour's iir<i(Mliii-". ejuekinp,- to a v. hoie llock of 
thirty !i"s aii. r her. each one ]>ickin.ii up its 
little worn; of Juicy re.nalement. 


Oh, my i rieiids, you do not want to know 
too much aliout yom' neip;libors, because it 
will take up so much of your time to look 
after their faults that yon will have no time 
left to look after your own. AVhile you are 
])luckin,si; u}) a thick w<ied out of their gai-den 
yonr own ]lremi^;es will lie ovei-i;rowii v,-ith 
horse s<iii-e! ;>iid nuillenstoek. 
One of the 
};reat<'st e-.ils of lioardin,^; iiona«' and hotel 
life. excc])t; u lien tliei'e is an impei'ative rea- 
son for it . and 1 ha'> e ^.eid then^ is oft<Ni siieh 
a j-ea.-on. one of the f;reatt!.^t evils is the dam- 
ap,e done to cl)iiru-en. It is only anotlu^r way 
of brinftin^ ihem up on the commons. 


-As long as you Jiav(^ children in private 
alxxle, you can, to some extent, manage them 
companionship and thtñr whereabouts: but 
by the time tlie child is \2 years of age, and 
hatí lived in one of those public resfyi-ts of 
which I have l)een speaking, the child gathei-s 
all the bad from the prm'ient lies of dozens of 
j)eople. 
They have overheard bla.sphemies; 
thej- have s})oilefi moral.s; th(^y become pre- 
cocious in sin, and what the bartender has 
not told them, the poi-ter oi- the hostler or the 
l)ellboy has. 


Children in boariling houses know more sin 
at 10 yeai-s of age than jxiople ought to know 
at 50. 


Besides this, children brought up amid .such 
surioundings do not have the restraining, an- 
choring, all-controlling memoi y of an early 
liome. 
Those of us who have been blessed 
with such a memoi-y kjiow its power. I t 
grips a man for eighty years, if he lives that 
long. 
It tui-ns bim back from many a door 
that he would otherwise enter; it brings men 
to contrition in the vei-j' midst of their dis- 
sijjation. 
As a fish already inclosed in a 
gi-eat wide long net, thinks itself free to 
swim out further and further to sea toss- 
ing its silvery scales in defiance of the 
fishenrfen on the beach, until after a while 
the net begins to be «hauled in, hand over 
hand, and the captured fish finds it is cap- 
tured. 
It darts this way and that way, and 
darts downward, but still the net is hauling 
them in, imtil they lie at the feet of the capn 
tors. So it is that the influences of an early 
home 
sometimes 
seem 
to 
relax, and 
let 
a man out further 
and further 
from God, and fiulher and further from 
shore—five years, ten years, twenty years, 
thirty years—but after a while the man feels 
around him the irresistible! mesh of the early 
home influences pulling him in and pulling 
him back, and he tries to get away, and he 
descends deeper into sin, but stUl he is piiUed 
on back and puUed on up untü he comes on 
the Rock of Ages! 


O father, O mother, let your children, as 
they go out into world feel the semi-omnipo- 
tent memory of a good early bome! You 
cannot, around the two or three rooms of 
your boarding house, or hotel have any such 
sanctity. 
Your children will think of it 
merely as an early stopping place, more 
odorous with old victuals and coffee pei-petu- 
ally steaming, and meats in everlasting stew, 
broiling, and room surcharged with carbonic 
acid, and corridors along which drunken men 
stagger, coming at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
poimding at the door, untU the affrighted 
wife opens it. 


Do not commit the sacrilege, the blasphemy, 
of calling such a place a home! A home is 
four walls, including a family with identity 
of interests, with so much privacy from out- 
side inspection, that it is a world in itself; no 
one permitted to enter except by your per- 
mission. 
Bolted, barred and chained against 
all outside inquisitiveness. 
The legal term 
that 
you iind 
in law books, and 
hear 
among l e g ^ circles, 
is 
mightily 
suggestive 
when 
it speaks 
of 
"every 
omn's house is his castle." 
And it is as much 
BO as though it had drawbridge, redoubt, bas- 
tion and armed turret 
Burglaiy, or the in- 
vasion of it, is a crime so offensive that the 
law clashes its iron jaws upon any man who 
attempts to despoil i t 
Unless your reason be 
most imperative—and there may be an im- 
perative reason—and every intelligent person 
who hears me knows tfie exoeptioo I bans al- 


ready 
made—but unless tilers oe' an imr 
perative^ reason, husband and wife ought 
not to consent to this 
public 
residence, 
or strike the home tent. 
The wife will have 
to divide her husband's time with the smok- 
ing and reading room, and with some strat- 
egic spoiler always on the lookout for the 
unwary, and if yoiir husband is not utterly 
destroyed, it will be because he is kept by 
the grace of God from temptations which 
have slain thousands of husbands as good as 
yours. 


Neither will the husband consent to such a 
public residence xmless there be an imperative 
reason. 
Unless he is sure his wife can stand 
the temptations and social dissipations which 
sweep across such a place like Atlantic stonns 
driven by the September equinox. 
Many a 
married woman has given u p her ho me that 
she might, through the leism-e afforded her in 
a boarding house or a hotel, give her entire 
time to operas, theatres and balls, and recep- 
tions and levees. 
Her life a pei-petual whirl, 
like a whipped top spinning round and 
round and round verj'- prettily, until it loses 
its equipoise and darts off a t a tangent. In 
the one case it is a top; in the other case it is 
a human soul. 
Besides that, there is a n ac- 
cumulation of little things in a private home 
which, in the aggi-egate, make up a great at- 
ti'action, while the denizen of one of these 
public resoi-ts or residences says: 
"O, what 
is the use? 
W h y should I gather 
tho.se 
things when I have no place to put t aem?" 
Mementoes, 
bric-a-brac, 
curiosities, ui> 
holsteries, 
quaint 
chair,' 
cosy 
sofa, 
pictm-es, and those 
little 
things 
that 
are 
arotmd 
t h e 
home, 
b u t 
which 
are discarded if there be no homestead iu 
which to arrange them. 
These are ''little 
things," you saj'. 
Yes, but they are the c&se 
V in which the pearl of domestic happiness is 
set. 
You cannot have any sacred association 
about you ui the boarding house as you can 
in the private home, where all the things are 
somehow associated %vitb some meiiil)er of the 
family or with some happy incident in dc>- 
mestic history. 


^ ^ a t a blessed thing- it is in a house, for a 
whole hfetime the.se things are gatheretl, un- 
til every tigure in the cai-pet, and every panel 
of the door, and everj"" casement of the 
\^^ndow, is associated with father or mother, 
son or daughter, or friend that tivn-ied for a 
while. Oh, it is a sacred place, where you 
can say: '-In that room such a loved one was 
born. 
I n that bod such a one die<l. A t 
this 
.stool m y little 
child 
said her last 
evening 
prayer. 
In that 
chair 
I sat 
when I beard the good tidings from abroad. 
At that door I stoo<l and gi-eot<><l m y long 
absent boy home from the sea. That is fath- 
er's cane. 
That is mother's rocking chair."' 
Oh, these joyfid and beautiful I'emini.scenses. 
Hold your children by this semi-onmipoUmt 
memory of an early Christiiui home! 


Besides that, iill this boardin;^ houso Ufe 
and hote'l life alx^lishes the grace of hospit^xl- 
ity. 
Your ^iiest does not want to sit a t that 
table. 
Your guest does not want to run the 
gauntlet of all that mei-cile.ss hyi^ercriticism. 
Unless you have a I k j u i o of your o^\^l, you 
cannot cultivate that great grace of Cliris- 
tiiin hospitality, so grand and so ."•.loriou.-. It 
was the exercise of that grace that gave to 
the .Shunamite the blessing of the restoration 
of 
her son to life, 
because sh(> had 
entertained 
Elisha, and that 
bles.scd the 
wi(k)w, 
because she had fed the 
hun- 
gry ]»rophets, and provid.ed for her the 
peipetual oil of the miraculou-s tiiith: a u d i t 
was that that blessed P.ahab and rescued her 
from the demolished city of Jericho, because 
she had cared for the .spies; and Laliaii b!esse<l 
in her beautiful family relation liecause she 
entei'tained Jacob; and Lot rescucil from the 
destroyed city because he entertained the 
angels; and Mary and Martha and ZacheiLS 
bles.sed with gi-eat .sjiiritiial wealth becausc 
they entertain(Kl Christ. 
And thousands of 
homes in this <^ouutry blessed from generation 
to generation because their doors are swung 
open iu the indulging, irradiating and divine 
grace of Christian hospitality. 


T'nless you have a home, you cannot cul 
ture that 
erac<'. 
The queen of Noi-way, 
Sweden and Denmark, wlicni those ciiuntries 
wei'e all in one government, had a royal cup 
—a Clip of gold—it had ten ciu'ves r r lii)s, 
each one engi-aved with the name of the dis- 
tinguished guest who had (bnmk from it; and 
every cup we give iu Christian hospit^ilit^', 
though it l)o of the' j)Iaine.st 
ware, is a 
cux) 
fi-oin 
which 
Grwl 
can r<ad the 
naiiies of those who have, 
taken 
from 
it refreshment. 
The diflicidty with a gi'eat 
man}- people in this day is, they have; a delu- 
sion as to what is nece.ssary for a home. 
Thirty rooms are not nece.ssai-j-, nor twenty, 
nor fifteen, nor five, nor three. 
You plant in 
the right way and in the right jjlace a table, 
a couch, a chair, and a knife and fork, 
and a cup and saucer, and you can 
raise from them a yoimg 
paradise. 
I t 
may be on a very small scale, but it %vill grow 
to be something very large. 
King Cyrus, m- 
vited to dine by one of his humble friends, ac- 
cepted on one condition, that there should be 
nothing on the table but a single dish, and 
thiit to contain a loaf of bread. 


An<l I tell ywu, 
this day, that imperial 
satisfaction is often to be foimd on the plain- 
est floor. Oh, if you are under the delusion 
this day that before establishing a home you 
must have a great home, I want to break that 
delu-sion. 
Oh, how many there are caught 
in 
that 
devil's 
trap 
who think 
they 
must have an exi)ensive 
home if they 
have any home at aU. 
This is the trap 
that is catching himdreds and thousands of 
men and women who will never have any 
home. 
This miserable tenement house sys- 
tem which takes tens of thousands and hmi- 
dreds of thousands of people, and keeps them, 
as it were, wallowing in the mire, needs to be 
broken up by the establishing of small homes 
at cheap rents. There is room in this covmtry 
for every man and woman to have a home, and 
morals and civilization and Christianity de- 
mand they should have a home. 
W e want 
some one to do for this coxmtry what C^eorge 
Peabody and Lady Bmrdette Coutts did in 
E2ngland, and what some of the capitalists 
have done in the villages of this country— 
the building of small houses at cheap rents 
for 
the middle 
classes. 
This 
is the 
only 
class 
in this 
country 
not pro- 
vided 
for. The 
rich 
have 
their 
palaces, the poor the poorhouses, the crim- 
inals have their« jails; but what about the 
honest middle class, who are able and willing 
to work, but have a small income? Let Amer- 
ican capitalists, inspired of God and ptire 
patriotism, arise and buUd whole streets of 
small residences. 
It is vital to the welfare of 
the community. 
If a laborer at the close of 
the day may have to walk or ride further 
than is desirable, he then at eventide gets to 
his destination, but then he wiU find some- 
thing there worthy of being called by that 
glorious and heaven-descended word, home. 


Now, young married men, as soon as you 
can, buy such a home, if you have to put a 
mortgage on it from base to cap>stone. The 
much-abused mortgage is ruin to the reckless 
man, but to one provident and prudent it is 
the beginning of competency and a fortune. 
With one who will not be satisfied until he 
has paid it all off, and who will put his 
family on stringent 
economy imtil they 
deny themselves all superfluities and all 
luxuries, and pay off the mortgage, that he 
may stand in that plac^ and say: "Every- 
thing in this house is Uiine; every brick, 
every yard, or every foot of plumbing, it is 
all mine. 
Thank Godl 
Thank Godl" The 
subject is radically, it is infinitely, impor- 
tant 
Have a home if you can buy one. I f 
you can rent one, have a home. Do not 
consent to have your children b o m in a 
boarding house, and do not consent yourself 
to live in one.

children can laugh and romp and sing with- 
out being Overhauled for making a racket 
Have a kitchen where you can do something 
towaixi the reformation of foul cookery and 
lessen the tix>ubles of this nation of dyspeptics. 
Napoleon lost one of his great battles from a n 
attack of indigestion, and there are multitudes 
of men now who have such a struggle with the 
food they swallow that they have no strengtli 
left for the battle of life ; and your wife, 
though she can play on any mu-sical instm- 
ment, and may rival a prima doima, she is 
not educated unless she knows how to boU an 
Irish potato, and broU a mutton chop. 
Since 
the diet decides the fate of families, it some- 
times decides the fate of natioas. 
Have a 
sitting room with a t least, one easy chair in 
it, though you have to take turns in sitting 
there. 
Have books, whether from the public 
library or by your own purchase, that youi- 
family may be intelligent. 


Gather into the home checker-boards and 
guessing matches, and an occasional game of 
bUndman's bluff—which of all games is my 
favorite. 
Arouse in your home innocent hi- 
lai-ity. 
Gather to your child's nature a reser- 
voir of exubei-ance, that it may stream do^-n 
on his life when it is parched and the dark 
days come and the lights go out and laughter 
is smothered into a sob. The reason that so 
many young men and women go to destruc- 
tion is becau.se father and mother do not make 
home attractive, or have no home at ;iii. 


Above all, have 
grac-e in your 
home. 
Julius Cijesar once c almed the feai-s of an af- 
frighted boatman, who was rowing him in a 
.«rtorm, 
by sflying: 
" \ Y hile 
CjEsar 
is 
in 
the beat 
no 
danger 
can <;ome 
to 
you." O, I 
tell you that 
what- 
soever storm of beieavement or sorrow or 
poverty A a y come upon your home all is 
well if you have Christ, the King, on boa.i'd. 
First, kust and all the time have Christ in 
your home. 
Make your home so far-reaching 
in its intkience that your children, all their 
lives, shall feel the heavenly c-harm.

In li^-"-'» he went ;us a del- 
egate to th(i convention a t WilliauLsport 
which projected the Hunbury and Erie rail- 
road, now kno\vn as the Philadelphia and 
Ei'ie railroad, find to him was intj-usted the 
diflicult tit.sk of getting the act through the 
legislature,which he succeeded in accomplish- 
ing in April, 18.'7r. The road was completed 
in 1862. Mr. Struthers, in connection with 
Gen. Wilson, built the first raili-oad in Cali- 
fornia, from Sacramento to Folsome. He 
was a leader in the enterprise of introducing 
street cars into Cincimiati, and was also in- 
terested in the scheme of making the Des 
Moines river, in Iowa, navigable for steam- 
boats. 
Before the task was finished the legis- 
lature repudiated the land grants promised 
to the projectoi-s Of the enterprise, and the 
work was abandoned. 
In 18<)3, when the 
oil excitement was raging at Titasville, he 
conceived the idea of constructing a rail- 
road from the Philadelphia and Erie, at 
Corry, to Titusville, a distance of twenty- 
eight miles. It proved a gieat success. In 
1866 Mr. Struthers sold his interest iu the 
ro£ui for a large sum, and spent a year 
traveling with his family in Euix)pe, Egypt 
and the Holy Land. 
He was associated with 
Dean Richmond in origüiatmg and building 
the Cross Cut railroad, now a part of the Bal- 
timore, New York and Philadelphia railroad, 
which coimects the Philadelphia and Erie 
road at Corry with the Lake Shore road at 
Brockton. 
He also aided the New York and 
Erie road in getting the right of way through 
certain pwirts of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Struth- 
ers founded the Corry National bank, of 
which he was for many years the president. 
In 1863 he bought the farm on which he was 
bom, erected thereon the largest blast fur- 
nace in the state of Ohio, and founded the 
flourishing 
town of Strutiiers. 
In 1867 he 
bought a controlling interest in the machine 
shops at Warren, now known as the Struth- 
ers, Wells & Co. iron works. 
This estab- 
lishment is the most extensive and celebrated 
manufactory of drilling tools and oil well en- 
gines in the country. 
Mr. Struthers was a 
member of the Pennsylvania legislature in 
1857-68, and in 1873 was a delegate to the 
convention which drafted a new constitution 
for the state. 
His last great public act of 
benevolence was to present the town where 
he resides with a magnificent building, which 
he erected at a cost of $80,000, to be used as a 
public library and reading room. 
He has 
always been extensively interested in real es- 
tate and has done as much as any man in the 
state to develop the lumber and oU interests, 
the coal and iron mines and other iniiustries 
of the Allegheny valley. 
Being now too far 
advanced in years to take an active part in 
public affairs, he has settled down to the 
peacefulness of a {serene old age. He, how- 
ever, takes a lively Intei-est in state and 
national politics, and his advice is never 
sought in vain on any matter of local import-

lutionary principles, 
at variance with 
Christianity, opposed to the law of God, 
opposed to law atd 
order—Catholics 
must keep aloof from such organizations. 
When these labor unions resort to vio- 
lence, arson and bloodshed. 
Catholics 
must abhor them. 
Everyone is free to 
belong to a good honest labor union or 
society; but no labor union can force 
others to belong to them. 
They have 
no right to prevent non-union men from 
work. 
Neither can they lay hands on 
property ihat does not belong to them. 
These infidel social revolutionists are not 
the true friend of the laboring- man."

FORT WAYNE LINES. 


How Tbey Figrure in the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Earnings. 


The annual report of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad company has just been is- 
sued and its main featnr^ already re- 
ported by telegraph. 
Of local interest 
is that portion of the system operated 
west of Pittsburg. 
Unfortunately 
the 
direct Chicago roads are grouped with 
other lines, and their earnings cannot be 
separated. 
The statement of the Penn- 
sylvania company, which includes the 
Fort;Wayne, is as follows: 
Total earn- 
ings', $15,377,628; expenses of operating, 
$10,072,702, leaving net earnings of $5,- 
284,526, from which deduct rentals, • in- 
terest and liabilities of all kinds, charge- 
able thereto, $6,337,341, making a net 
loss of $1,052,815. 
The net loss on the

are, the Chicago, St. Louis and Pitts- 
burg railroad, St. Louis, Vandalia and 
Terre Haute railroad. Grand Rapids and 
Indiana railroad and roads operated 
through its organization, and the East 
St. Louis railway. 


The aggregate gross earnings of these 
roads were $8,452,234; expenses, $6,-

903,218, leaving a profit of $45,145. The 
lines west of Pilt>burg hauled 26,618,398 
tons of freight, and carried one mile 
2,883^675,415 tons.

TBOTTIKO HOBSES. 


The year 1824 marks the day when 
2.40 was considered a remarkable trotting 
record for a mile. Maud S., the present 
champion, came to the front in 1880 with 
2.101, while her record is now 2.08|. 
Sporting men claim that the horse will yet 
be bred which can go a mile in two minutes, 
while others hold that Maud S.'s time can- 
not be beateii.

He traveled Avith his own 
private cook, and reveled in canvas- 
back ducks, hams Itoiled in champagne, 
and every other luxury that culinary 
iiigrenuitv could devise. 
He drank only 
the rarest and most expensive wines. 
His private wardrolie would have been 
qiute good enough for any prince. 


Maas, like Brignoli, died poor. 
To 
save money 'was to him an utter im- 
possibility. 
He always spent more than 
his salary, no matter how large it might 
be, and he was always in debt. 


"How well I remember meeting him 
in Baden-Baden, one summer, years 
ago," said a well-known operatic im- 
presario to the writer. 
"His money 
had all been lost over the green cloth 
of the cursaal gambling saloon, and I 
had also been very nearly cleaned out 
in the same way. 
We were sitting one 
evening in a little beer garden, drink- 
ing a bottle of hock bought with my 
last remaining cash, and wondering how 
we could make shift until the arrival of 
expected remittances, when our atten- 
tion was attracted by a party of noisy 
young German students, who 
were 
loudly disputing as to who of their 
number should entertain them with a 
song. 


"Maas was a joUy fellow, always 
ready for a lark of any kind, and the 
hock had made him even jollier than 
iisual—so I was not at all surprised 
when he arose, and, approaching the 
students, said: 'Gentlemen, I will sing 
a song for you if you will allow me.' 
They readily consented, and Maas sang. 
I cannot remember, after all these years, 
what it was, but I 
shall never forget 
the effect which his rendition of it had 
upon those who listened. 


"If you have ever witnessed the 
enthusiasm of a party of German or 
Russian students at an operatic per- 
formance on the continent of Europe 
you can form a faint idea of the recep- 
tion which Maas' singing met with on 
this occasion. 
I say a faint idea, be- 
cause, being freed from all restraint by 
the character of the place, their de- 
monstrations of delight 
were much 
more boisterous and extravagant than 
they could possibly have been in a 
theater or opera" house where greater 
decorum would have been required. 
The demand for another song was so 
overwhelming as to admit of no denial. 


" 'Gentlemen,' said Maas, 'I will sing 
again, upon one condition.' 


"'And what ia that?' demanded the 
boys, with one voice. 


" 'That when I have finished you will 
take up a collection for a poor widow 
of my acquaintance who is starving.' 


" 'Of course we will,' they shouted, 
and Maas launched himself into Man- 


rico'8 
beautiful 
aria, 
'Ah, I 
Have 
Sighed to Rest Me,' from 
H 
Trova- 
tore.' 


"I had often heard him sing it before, 
surrounded by all the accessories of 
the stage, but never had I heard him 
sing it as he did then. 
People passing 
in the street arrested their progress at 
the beautiful toT'es of that most brilliant 
voice, and flocked into the garden till it 
was crowded. 
The street itself became 
thronged with people. 
As I listened to 
that wonderful sympathetic rendition of 
poor Manrico's 
sorrowful 
plaint 
I 
realized his sufferings in his lonely 
prison tower as I had never done before. 
'It's a soul singing without a body,' one 
woman said. 
What clever things one 
hears in a crowd sometimes! 


"When he had finished Maas passed 
around his hat and took up such a col- 
lection for the 'poor widow' as enabled 
him and myself to astonish all Baden- 
Baden until the arrival of our remit- 
tance by our magnificent style of liv- 
ing."

WASHINGTON, Maich 2.—Only two foreign 
governments have permanent legation resi- 
dences at Washington. 
These are the British 
and Gtorman. 


B R m S H LEGATION RESIDENCE. 


Twenty-five foreign 
governments 
have 
state representation at Wa-shington. 
The 
British legation is, of course, at the head. 
The oflScial residence is a handsome and com- 
modious house, brown, with white stone 
trinunings. 
It is near P street circle, in that 
enchanted part of WTa-shington which always 
puts the small letters "N. w." after its address 
upon a card. The magic letters mean "north- 
west," in the northwest part of the city, and 
indicate the fashionable living neighborhood 
of the capital. "N. W." is the Fifth avenue of 
"Washington. 
A house may be handsome, 
healthy and in the best of repair, but it rents 
for a third or more less if it is not "N. W." 


The Alpha and Omega of presentation in 
the snob world of Washington used to be to 
be introducetl to the British minister, when 
Sir Edward Thornton was the official repre- 
sentative. 
It is not so to quite the same ex- 
tent now, though the present British minister, 
Hon. Lionel Sackville West, still leads all the 
rest of the diplomatic corps socially. 
(Some 
wicked newspaper men call it the diplomatic 
corpse.) 


Minister West is a very able diplomatist. 
He has been trained to it from boyhood in 
Europe, where state trickery is as much a 
profession as that of the soldier. 
Some of the 
wily old foxes in Grermany or Russia could 
probably overreach Mr. West m gambling 
for international advantages, but certainly 
nobody in America can. 
It is said he quite 
got the better of our astute state department 
in the matter of the Canada fisheries last 
spring. 
But, indeed, nobody in America is 
ever trained to diplomacy. We had men who 
understood the trade during the early days of 
the republic, but they are all dead. 
Our rep- 
resentatives abi'oad are guileless babes in the 
hands of European state managers. 


Minister W e s t is a widower, and his daugh- 
ters keep house for him. 


RUSSIAN LEGATION. 


The residence of the Russian lection is a 
rented building, but a stately private resi- 
dence. The Russian mini.ster is Baron Charles 
de Struve, who is out of the country most of 
the time. 
The affairs of the realm of the 
^V'hite Czar, wliat little there are, are in 
charge of Mr. Alexandre Iswolsky, secretary 
of legation. 
The fine house in the picture is 
in the most fashionable part of K street. 


Monsieur Theodore Roustan is the French 
>^nvoy extraordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary. That is the full official title of the boss 
representative of a foreign court. 
The minis- 
ter from our sister republic across the water 
a dark, lively individual whom the ladies like 
very much. 
For one thing, they are sure he 
is a bachelor. 
Most of the diplomatic corps 
pose as bachelors in Washington, although it 
is said that many have left -wives and fami- 
lies behind them. 
The bachelorhood of a 
member of the diplomatic corps here is a very 
uncertain quantity. 


T h e G e r m a n minister. B a r o n Von 
Alvens- 
leben, is another single m a n , but he keeps 
house to himself in the mansion owned b y his 
government on Fifteenth street. 


The Italian minister is Baron de Fava, who 
tries to make believe that diplomacy in 
America amounts to something, but he cant 
make it out 
He is a handsome, dark eyed, 
white haired man. 


SPANISH LEGATION RESFDENCB. 


The Spanish headquarters is a plain house 
on Massachusetts avenue. 
The minister is 
*3enor Don Juan Valera. 
He is the most 
literai-y man in the diplomatic corps. I don't 
know whether he is otherwise a Don Juan or 
not. 
If countries took rank according to the 
intellectual ability of their representatives 
here Spain ivould go up head. 
Senor Valera 
is an author of much distinction in his own 
land. 
He is soon to leave Washington, how- 
ever. 


Five of the diplomats are married to Ameri- 
can wives. 
One of them is the Mexican rep- 
resentative, Senor Romero. 
He was Gten. 
Grant's greut friend. 
The Chilian minister 
also, Senor Oodoy, has an American wife. 
He is a cross-grained, chuckle-headed old 
creatm'e whom nobody likes. 
Probably his 
wife has got quite enough of ntiarrying a fas- 
cinating foreigner by tins time. 


The greatest masher in the lot is Count de 
Lovenom, the Danish ministfer. 
He in no 
great things of a diplomat, but he is tre- 
mendous in society. He is a handsome man 
and a great dandy in his d r ^ . 


The Austrian minister. Baron Von Schaef- 
fer, is absent. The eentlemen herein named 
are the leading ministers at present in Wash- 
ington.

Sympathy and Humanity the 


Spirit of Christ and the 
Gospel rnfused. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 38.—Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher took for his text this morning John 
vi, 12, 18: 
"When they were filled he said 
unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. 
Therefore 
they gathereil 
them 
together 
and 
filled 
twelve ba-skets with the fragments of the five 
barley 
loaves which 
remained over 
and 
above unto them that had eatj^^n." 


Some of the unconsidered words of the New 
Testament are,when rightly developed, among 
the mo.st significant. 
The whole history, for 
instance, of the openerl sepulchre and 
the 
linen lying rollwl together,, and the conflict of 
the two disciples in rushing thei'e, which have 
no ecclesiastical and no doctrinal bearing, yet 
from some jwints of view they are intensely 
interesting. 
Now this was perhaps the most 
remarkable of all the miracles that Christ 
performed. Not to modern apprehension, but 
judging from its impre.ssion upon the multi- 
tude. 
It is the dividing ridge between the 
prosperous Christ and the Christ abandoned 
among men. 
He steadily gained in influence 
to this point among the common people, and 
the public sentiment was such that it was a 
barrier 
lietween 
Him 
and 
the malice 
of 
the educated Jews of Jei-usalem. 
And when 
an immense crowd liad folio wed Him aromid 
the head of the sea of Galilee, and had come 
across in vessels and were faint of 
hunger, 
and He multiplied the five barley loaves and 
fishes and fed the 5,(X)0. the impression was 
prodigious. 
There maj' have been in other 
cases moi-e wonder, but in this case it was a 
working power. 
And it is recorded: ''Then 
tho.se men, when they had seen the miracle 
which Jesus did, said. This of a truth that 
prophet that should come into the 
world. 
When Jesus therefore perceived that they 
would 
come 
and 
take Him 
by 
force 
to 
make Him a king. He departed again into a 
mountain Himself alone." 
And elsewhere it 
is said: "He constrained His disciples to take 
ship." 
For it seems that they wei-e infected 
with the common enthusiasm, and He had to 
lay authority upon them to have them go 
away. 


Here, then, was the climax. 
Because when 
he refused to accept this jxipular ovation and 
to become their king or leader, from that 
moment they began to abaiulou hun as one 
that had betraj'ed them; one who, in.stead of 
being 
their eman(;ipatoi>; had excited 
all 
these hopes and expectations only txj refuse, 
in the critical moment, as if he either lacked 
courage or disbelievetl in his 
own 
words. 
Now, it was at that point that this in.sertion 
was made, "Gather up the fragments, that 
nothing be lost." 
Can anj-thing in this world 
be thought of more minute than this sort of 
housekeeping on an occasion of the pn^digious 
importance of that hour and the magnitude 
of the impression which had been produced 
by his miracles. 
And yet the fragrance of a 
flower 
never accommodates 
itself 
to 
the 
altitude of the person that smells it, and the 
genius of hiimanity in Jesus Christ was in .some ' 
sense, it maj' be said, unconscious, and in 
things little and great it radiated iK^njetually; 
for if there be anything that the jjoor need 
more than another it is carefulness of details, 
economy, fmgality; and they in their wild 
enthusiasm would naturally have trod mider 
foot the food which only an hour before they 
were fainting for lack of, without foresight, 
without consi<leration; and that in that hour 
He conunanded them to gather up the frag- 
ments taught them a lesson in economy most 
aumane and far-reaching. 
But it is not 
jxactly in that line that 1 am going to speak 
ihis morjiing. 
It is not to teach you eithfV 
tmgality 
oi- 
foresight 
or 
economy, 
but 
aumanit>*. 
And I shall also take occiisicn of 
:his phra-se of "fragments" to clustc^r together ; 
1 number of things which have no other con- | 
nection than that they all have their root in 
Christian humanity. 
! 


The spirit of Christ and of the Gospel is a i 
spirit wiiich infuses symrjathy and humanity • 
into tli(> iiiilividual disjiosition, ami chon into 
all customs, institutions, industries and laws. 
And vvhile we ])i-op('rly insist upon dfx-triual 
knowledge, religious ceremony, on instruction 
of various kinds, the tini(> is coming when 
also vvc shall have to exaniinfi ouiselvcs or be ; 
examined as to the relations of S3'in]jathy and 
hiinianity in our bosom toward all the opera- 
tions that are going on in huniau society. 
It | 
is not that religion iiis]>ires Imiiianity and 
sympathy, it is that humanity and .symioathy j 
towai'd mankind is l eligioii. 


Hitherto there has been a vcr}^ sharp divis- } 
ion nifide, and that 
is considered religion ' 
which works toward God. 
And it is, in part. ; 
But the jjeciili.-irity of the Gos])el was that as- 
smniiig that men belii'vti that it makes relig- 
ion to consist in the reflex influence, namely, , 
the working lowaixl our fellow-man as Goil i 
woi'ks toward the whole human J'ace, and 
toward the whole univ(!rse. 
So that it may i 
be said that when Chi-ist said love to God and i 
to your neighboi- which is the whole teaching ' 
of the Jewish 
religion 
hitherto; 
when he j 
made that declaration the meaning was sub- ; 
stantially this: Already you believe in wor- 
shipping God, but now next to that 
and 
coequal with it is, your religion must be a 
beneflcience, a 
helpfulness springing 
from 
common Interest and from common aft'ection, 
bringing it home very closely to men. 


Now, there are certain matters in society 
to-day which may be called fragments. There 
are certain customs and mannei-s and pro- 
cedures that stand isolated and ace only con- 
sidered in the economical philosophy of the 
day, but which are very closely connected 
with religion. 
In the first place, let me speak 
of humanity to animals—a matter that has 
come up only in an organized and declarative 
form within a few years. The animal creation 
Is very nearly r e l a ^ to us. Very nearly to 


some men. And considering them at l a i ^ , 
we have been brought up to infidelity in re- 
gard to them. Moral duties have stopped 
short with the animal kingdom. 


As a boy I thought it to be m y duty to 
tread on a woi-m when I saw one. 
And I 
used to ftdfill my duly. 
I hated spiders. 
I 
thought that flies were meant for us to pick 
the wings off and the legs, and see what they 
would do, 
A suake opened all the moral re- 
sources of my nature, to hunt and kill him. 
And in regard to fish, they were made either 
for man's eating at the table or for his sport 
in catching them. 
And, in general, I think, 
the earlier instruction that prevailed in my 
boyhood was that the animal creation was 
m ^ e for the sport of man. 
And it is com- 
paratively 
but 
recently 
that 
we 
have 
learned 
to 
look 
with 
a 
vei-y 
different 
philosophy 
upon 
the 
unfolding 
of 
life 
in the long succession of it; the 
develop- 
ment 
of 
it 
ending — the 
last 
and 
the 
greatest imfolding—in the human race. 
That 
they are to be treated with great himmnity 
hardly now needs to be said. 
All animals 
must live. 
And yet when a spider spins his 
web and iims back into his critic's hole, and 
a gauzy fly comes winging that way and 
is stuck, and out nms the spider and gi-abs 
him and turns hun over and bites him with 
the poison that instantly paralyzes him and 
winds him—we stand there boiling over at 
that old tj'rant, that devil of a spider, and 
we get a stick and smash him. 
And then 
after having exercised our indignation that 
the spider lives on a fly, we go over to New 


Vork and buy a leg of veal or some mutton 
or some nice lieefstieak which we have organ- 
ized shambles for the sake of slaughtering, 
and we 
bring 
them 
home 
with 
great 
delight. 
The 
idea 
of 
a 
spider 
suck- 
ing 
the 
j-iice 
out 
of 
a 
fly 
is 
horrible; but what juicy steak I 
How de- 
licious that is! 
W e reproach our butcher for 
a dry one. 
Wo forget that while everywhere 
in creation the principal of destruction is 
manifested, the tendency is steadly unfolding 
[ the 
reverse; 
preservation, 
conservation, 
! humanity, and it finally breaks out in the 


highest forms in the Gospel of Je&'.is Christ. 
! 
Now, 
the whole animal kingdom has a 
right to consideration. 
Not from sentiment- 
aUsm, but it has its i-ights. 
In so far as ani- 
mals are noxious and dangerous to human 
life, we have control of them. 
In so far as 
they are inconunodious, we have a right to a 
higher plane and place. 
And there are very 
many insects in summer that 
we are not 
obliged to preserve, though we need not go 
out of our way 
to destroy them. 
They 
may have just one day of happiness. 
But it 
Is the one day of their life, and it is their 
whole. 


But of those animals that stand nearest to 
man, and are most useful, they have been 
comparatively left to his passions or to his 
exacting sellishness. 
Their usefulness needs 
no disclosure here. 
It is not safe that cattle 
should be left to the intv^rests of their owners. 
It is not safe nor humane that cattle should 
be transportt^d under conditions v hich imply 
suffering, bruising and distress. 
It is not 
right that where they are to be slaughtered 
for the need of the table there should be no 
considcj-ation of the methods of doing it. 
It 
is not I'ight, if dogs are dangerous and they 
are to 
be gathered, 
that 
they should be 
left 
to 
the 
mercy 
of 
bi-pedal 
curs, 
and 
that 
they 
should 
be 
slaughtered 
in 
a 
way 
that 
is 
contrary 
to 
the 
best 
sensibility 
of 
hmnanity. 
Cruelty 
to little things feeds the spirit of 
cruelty 
itself. 
Directly a man maj^ not be affect«! 
in his rights by the treatment of these things 
by other men or by their opinion of himianity, 
but taking it through a generation, if brought 
up to disregai d the feelings of the brute crea- 
tion they will have their humanity dulled to 
a certain 
extent toward their fellow-men. 
And therefore, when thnt apostle of himian- 
ity in oui- community, 
Mr. 
Bergh, 
began 
to take mea.sures for the protection of the 
bi-ute creation, 
he was working in a de- 
partment 
of 
Christian 
ethics, 
and 
was 
worthy not only of sympathy and assistance, 
but also of the praise which he did not get. 
Still, his patient perseverence has found to 
such an extent sympathy as that the Society 
for the Prevention of Cnielty to Animals 
lives, and is doing a most beneficent work. 
If 
any man remembers, as I do, how, in the re- 
moi-seless carts Iambs 
and 
their 
bleeding 
mothers were crammed in, rolled in as if they 
had been but vegetables; if they had seen 
calves brought into the spring market with 
their 
heads 
hanging 
out 
and 
their 
feet 
in 
the 
air, 
and 
in 
every 
pos- 
sible 
position 
that 
would 
entail 
suffer- 
ing, and now sees with what care they are 
transported, he will hn*"e occasion to know 
that the public has at last come to such sym- 
pathj^ with this society as that the treatment 
of animals has been ameliorated. 
And the 
same is tine in regard to that noblest of im- 
speaking animaLs, the horse. 
The dog is a 
very good thing, but not to be compared as 
a family, for one single moment, with that 
noblest of all quadruf)eds, the horse. 


Thei-e is another department of the animal 
kingdom of which I wish to speak. 
I mean 
birds. 
I hardly know how this world would 
get along without them. 
They toil not, any 
more than the lily, neither do they spin, yet a 
sununer without birds would seem almost to 
be no summer at all. Some of the most salient 
of our in.spirations are connected with bird 
song. 
I don't suppose that, if you live in 
the 
city, 
you 
know 
anything 
about 
it, 
because 
the 
little 
driblets 
of 
bird 
song that men hear in the daytime are no ad- 
equate revelation of their niinstreisy. 
It is in 
the sununer my habit to rise about half-past 
three of an unclouded morning, not to stay 
up, but at about fom* to hear the leading 
notes, the call of the ch<irister, usually in some 
near tree, a little peeping iioi.se, as much as to 
say: "My dear, are you awakef" 
And that 
wakes .some other one in a little iurther 
tre<i and one note joins to another 
imtil 
the 
birds 
in 
all 
the 
neighborhootl 
are arous<Hi, anil then ail at once tliei-e breaks 
out such a choir of song of evcjy dr-scription 
tliat 
it woulil soeni as if tlu' heaven was 
packed full of liirds from end to end an<l the 
v. holc neighborh(KMl is a gigantic organ. That 
holds on for half an hour or thrcc-iiuarters. 
Then they go to breakfast and I go back to 
bed. 
Their grace of motion, Ihf ir beauty of 
plumage, the interesting study that thcj-e is 
in their nidification and in the rearing of 
their young, and also to this vocal reason, 
makes the bii-ds among our most attractive 
summer interests. 


It is now the fashion to adoni bonnets and 
drcss<'s with the skins of birds. 
And as color 
is in gi'oat demand, th<! mo.st beautiful of 
them ail are selected for that pui i osc. 
And 
to such :ui extent is it carried tluit there is 
really danger that many kinds of birds wiU 
be extcriuinated in many 
portions of our 
country. 
They keep nobofly warm, they are 
not nccessary, 
they 
serve 
no one 
end 
except that of taste and only taste in fashion- 
able circles. 
I admit their beauty, I admit 
the chann that there is connected with them, 
whether ujion the fan or upon the bonnet, or 
upon the brea.st or upon the skirt. 
There can 
be no question of that. 
Nevertheless, it is in- 
himian. 
The 
slaughter 
of 
the 
bii-ds 
that 
is 
going 
on 
is 
such 
as 
ought 
to 
arrest 
the 
attention 
of 
evei-y 
Chris- 
tian 
woman 
who 
decorates 
hei-self 
with these skins, and it ought to be with her 
a question: " A m I of the spirit of Christ and 
of the spirit of humanity in indulging my 
sense of the beautiful by 
a method 
that 
almost insures their destruction?' 
I don't 
suppose that any amount of preaching would 
do much good in general. The appeal which I 
make is to woman. And if there be any por- 
the community that is more sensi- 


tive to reasons of humanity, that is mora 
shocked by cruelty, it certainly is woman. 


There will be some of you go away 
and say: "Mr. Beecher preached a queer 
sermon this morning, didnt he.' I went 
there 
hoping

sorts 
of things." 
So I want to show you that 
I have been preaching the gospeL Will you

and stood up for to read.

CINCINNATI, March 8.—The 
International 
Editorial asuociation, which recently held its 
annual convention hej*e, promises to be a tre- 
mendous power for good in journalism. Its ob- 
ject is chiefly the building up of a professional 
jomTQalisti<i literature through papers 
pre- 
sented on topics relating to the different 
branches of the profession by practical news- 
paper men, and the establishment of a school 
or college of journalism and tj'pography. 
Topics were pi-esented by representatives of 
thirteen states, covering the whole field of 
newspaptn- work. 
Herewith are presented 
portraits of the president-elect 
and 
other 
prominent members: 


Charles H. Jones, the jjresident of the a.s.so- 
ciation for next year, is editor of The Times- 
Union, at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 
He was 
bora at Talliottom, 
Ga. ,in 1848, entered 
t h e 
Confedei'ate 
army at the age of 
l.'i and .ser%'ed tin i • 
in two years. 
Ini 
mediately after the 
war was over 
he 
took up his 
resi- 
dence in New York 
city 
and 
entered 
upon 
a 
liti'rary 
career. 
There he 
was editor of The 
Eclectic 
Magazine 
for thirteen years and for four years was 
editor of Ajiplnton's Joui'nal. 
He is also the 
author of some six or eight books is.sued by 
New York and Boston publi.shers, and con- 
tributed to numerous leading magazines and 
papei-s. 
In 
1^«! he went to Jacksonville, 
Fla., and established The Daily Times, and a 
year later purchased the rival yjaijer. The 
Union, and the consolidated paper is now one 
of the most widely known dailies in the south. 
Mr. Jones is stiite agent of the As.sociated 
Press and fire.siilent of the Florida Press asso- 
ciation. 
He was vice-president of the Inter- 
national 
aissociation during the past year. 
Though often a jjower behind the thi one in 
state jiolitics he is not a politician, wiU not 
accept oflice, jjrefering to wield his influence 
as a journalist and an 
individual. 
While 
rather small in stature, as a writer and jour- 
nalist his weight is never less than 200 poimds.

obtained

and do'.vu the wa- 
ters of Chesapeake bay. 
It is a 
familiar 
sight, the oyster and fisbing boa's, to all who 
have stopped at that pleasant vanity 
fair 
Old Point Comfort. 
Chesapeake bay is 200 
miles long and 40 miles w.de in somrs places, 
but the oysters caught all along its shores are 
simply 
called 
"Baltimore oysters." 
The 
bivalves are shipped to every part of the 
world from this city. 
In cans ajid tins they 
go to the interior, as far west as 
Dakota, 
Arizona and Utah. 
It is one of the sensa- 
tions of persons who have been bora and 
reared in those regions that they taste their 
first fresh oysters when they visit the Atlan- 
tic coast 
One pities them. 
They have some 
advantages in the way of cheap living and 
getting rich rapidlv out there, but when on« 
remembers that they never taste an oyster 
on the half she 1, they are welcome to all the 
rest 
Give us our poverty and our half 
shells. 


Oysters eaten here in Baltimore are the 
largest, most delicious in America, if not in 
the world. 
Thac is because the home mar- 
ket is supplie I by that process of 
fishing 
which is called 
' tonging." 
Oyster men are 
div.ded into dredgers and tongineu.

The teeth of the rakes open 
inward 
and 
the hiindles are cro.ssed and 
joined together, working upon a pivot like a 
pair 
of scissora 
The 
fisherman puts bis 
long 
handled 
implement 
down 
into 
the 
water and grabs up as many oyster shells as 
he can hold between the rakes, not more 
than half a peck at most 
A tongman can 
gather no more than half a dozen bushels a 
day. 


The dredger, 
on 
the other hand, hauls 
them up almost without limit. 
There are 
really three waj-a of oyster fishing, if it can 
be cai;ed that—dreJging, tonging and with 
nippers. 
By the last method the bivalves 
are picked 
one by one with long-handled 
pincers from the clear water. 
Those thus 
caught are the choicest of all oysters from 
beds that have been planted, and are supe- 
rior to the r e s t 
It is eucom'aging to know 
this. 


The dredging vessels are ordinary two- 
masted fishing saiibo.ats. 
The dredge is an 
iron arrangement which rakes along after the 
boat and scoops in its load of rough shells. It 
is against the law of Maryland for any steam 
vessel or steam machinery of any kind to 
enc;age in oyster catching. 
This is because 
steam machinery would disturb the 
waters 
anil destroy the beds. 


Along the Maryland shores 50,000 person.s 
are 
occupied 
in 
this 
industry, 
and 
the crop amounts 
to 
$10,000,0JO 
a 
year. 
The 
consumption 
of 
oysters 
increase? 
every year, and there is no limit to what it 
will be if the oyster beds hold o u t 
There 
is apprehension that they will not, although 
new ones are being planted constantly. 
To 
protect them a law was passed by the Mary- 
land legislature that no dredge should be 
worked inside of a certain imaginary 
line 
drawn 
b;;tween 
specified 
points. 
This 
throws the dredges into deep waters. 
That 
is to say, 
it is supposed to do so. 
As a 
matter of fact the bold oyster pirates mind 
the law uo more th in western settlers do 
the act against cutting timber on 
public 
domains. 
They take oysters whenever and 
wherever they

An oyster has uot much sense. 
In truth,, 
it is an un< onst ionable idiot, and begins to^ 
grow in a small limey secretion, about the 
size and shajie of a fish scale. 
This little de- 
posit fastens itself to any solid subs'ance 
within reach U ;on the ocean bed—another 
oyster, old hit-, old boots, bottles, pieces of 
iron the timbers of piers and any sort of 
unutterable rub ish. 
As funny a sight as 
I ever saw was a bunch of oysters grown 
firmly to a huge old boot.

When not 14 years old Paul Morphy 


won nine-tenths of the games he played 
in New Orleans with Eugene Bousseau, 
who had played with the famous Stan- 
ley in 1845, and with Kierseritzky, the 
Hungarian player. 
Ernest Morphy, 


Paul's uncle, 
was almost" equal to 


Rousseau, and the boy won every game 
he played with Ms uncle. Lowenthal, 
a really great player, visited New Or- 
leans, and, in five games with him, Paul 
won two games, lost one, and two were 
drawn. Li tho New York Chesa Con- 
gress, in 1857, Morphy easily defeated 
Panlscn, the great blindfold player, 
JFiske, Marasche, Lichtenhein, Thouip- 
son.Meado, Perrin, and others, who were 
considered the best in America. In the 
following year lie -went to London and 
won a majority of the games against thq 
best players in the British kingdom, 
performed the then unparalleled feat 
of playing eight games without the 
board, defeating six of his opponents. 
At Paris he played at the Cafe de la 
Rngence, and defeated Riviere, Laroche, 
Jowmand, and Divinick. 
Harwitz ho 


defeated five times in seven games. Out 
of eleven games with Anderseen, An- 
dersaen was beaten seven times, and 
two games wore drawn. 


On his return to New York in 1859, a 


reception was tendered to Morphy, at 
which the intellect, wealth, culture, 
fashion, and beauty of the metropolis 
vied in doing him honor. 
Charles 


O'Connor presided. 
President John 


Van Buren made the address of wel- 
come. Mr. Morphy's admirers, through 
Mr. W. J. A. Fuller, presented him 
with a set of gold and silver chess men. 
Morphy was shortly afterward admitted 
to the practice of law in New Orleans, 
but he was never active as a lawyer. 
It was believed by his friends that ho 
greatly injured his health by the strain 
upon his faculties occasioned by blind- 
fold playing. He gave up playing chess 
many years before he died. 


Chess players esteem Morphy'H games 


for his power of combination. His in- 
vention wu marvelous. He was emi- 
nently an 
attacking player. 
His 


schemes for harassing an adversary 
were as various as they were brilliant. 
His great power of analysis was ef- 
fective in involved and complicated po- 
sitions of tho pieces. Ho was wont to 
say that ho aimed to look just one movo 
beyond his antagonist's coup d'oel, con- 
fident that nono of tho thousand inter- 
mediate variations of play had been 
overlooked. 
Morphy's temperament 


favored his play. He was always calm 
ami sclf-possosscd. 
Ho forgot nothing. 


What delighted him more than any- 
thing was to study up somo of the bold 
dodges of tho famous player ho was la 
[)lay with, and trip his antagonist into a 
trap onnn used'by himaolf. but long ago 
forgotten and disused. 


His most wonderful performances 


were those in which he made some of 
;iis best moves by intuition, as -it was 
impossible for the human bruin to 
J-oroughly analyze the various possible 


ilta.. One instance will sulliec. In 


a game with PaulxiMi iu tho Chess Con- 
^ross, in 1857, Morphy offered 
his 


luoun for a bishop. It looked suicidal, 
and Paulson 
deliberated 
an

whether ho should tako or refuse tho 
queen.

TlK'ii, without note or memorandum of any 


kind, thf great preacher stepped to the froiit

inn and took care of him. And on the mor- 
row. uhen hu departed, ho took out two 
pcn-.u and gave tb. 'in to tho ho.st, and said 
unto him, take care of him, and whufsocvor 
thon .sprndest more when T conic ngaiu I will 
repay thee." 


This is the Good Samaritan paying the 


hotel bill of n man who bad hmi wounded 
and robbed by bandits. The Good Samaritan 
Lad found him in a lonely and rocky road, 
where to this very day depredations nrc some- 
times committed on travelers, and thu Good 
Samaritan had lifted the poor man into the 
saddle, and then Ibis merciful and well-to-do 
man had walked beside him until they got to 
the h<il.'l. and p:iid all the bill* of Ihi.s injured 
manniilil he got well 


Hotels and hoarding houses in our day are 


necessities, hi very ancient Unit's they wero 
not it-quired, Inx-auM1 the world had few 
popululion, few people, and the population 
was not nn'jrra.l.ory, and privatu hospitality 
cuuld mt-et all the, demands of sojourners, 
fiudi ILS when Alu-aham, in jneniory, rushed 
out and invited three men to sit, down at a 
dinner of veal; as when Libiah urged tho 
apostles to conic, to her home; as when it was 
partially 
commanded 
that 
the 
people 


should IK; given to hospitality. 
Tbe injured 


man was put to bed and cared for. It 
w.is evidently a hotel of the largest and best 
accommodations for, though it -was in the 
Country, tie landlord was paid at the rate of 
what would IK>, in our money, $4 or $5 a day, 
one penny being a day's wages, tho two pen- 
nies paid the landlord being two day's wages. 
Moreover, I think he wns a very kuidly 
landlord, and one of those men entirely 
Wrapped up in the welfare and happiness of 
the guest, because this injured man was in- 
trusted to his eutu-e care, although tho Good 
Samaritan said he would he along there after 
airhile and would pay; and as in many of 
the land1? of tho east to-day, these habits are 
•till in voguo. 


But. now the world in full of people and 


there is a vast number of travelers, and some 
have hotels in all the villages and towns and 
Cities, presided over by good landlords ; 
tnd Ijoarduig houses presided 
over 
by 


host and hostess of excellent character. 
In all these places people rightly make 
permanent 
residences, as fo» 
instance, 


when 
they 
have 
no 
families ; 
or 


When, by reason of their stylo of business, 
they are migratory in their liahite; or when, 
because o£ ill htwiltti or some peculiarity of 
rircumstancte, they ought not to undertake 
tbe care of housekeeping. Many a mnn fall- 
ing sick in such places has been carefully 
watched and nursed, and by the memory of her 
own suffering and loss, tho one presiding over 
that place has given tho sick one nil Jho care 
that a mother could bestow upon a sick child; 
ind the slumberless eye of God watches and 
appreciates tho Madness to a stranger. 


Spmo of the best Christian fidelity and 


patience is exhibited by landlords and land- 
ladies in meeting, without any resentment, 
thu outrages of those- who ask for expensive 
food and for great attention without giving a 
proper equivalent— a lot of cranky men and 
Women who arc not worthy of tying tho shoo 
w the queenly caterer. 


I am amazed at tlio largo number of men 


tnd women -who tmhftve in a most outrageous 
ftyle in hoUk and Iwanling houses, showing 
that they had bad rearing, antl that in tho 
construction of thoir jmliiro all that makes 
thft gentleman and lady had t»ecn left out. 
Some of the most princely men I have over 
known have presided over the hotel, and 
•ocne of Iliu most queenly women I" hava over 
known luivo presided over tho boarding 
faousf. And tlu^o boarding houses niul hotels 
In our land surpass those of all other lands. 


But it is a crying ovil Hint a vast popula- 


tion In this country are striking tho tent of 
tho private abode, and coming into these gen- 
eral anil promiscuous rraldnnces, that tlioy 
may eseiijm tho responsibility of domestic life, 
and giv« more timo to Kodnlity. And bo* 
eaow they prefer tho consplculty of these 
public ntsfdonoos rather than tho quiet and 
privacy of a home. 
Such places are for 


thoso who are in trmwitu. Fur tho most part 
and in most case* where they lx>como Uio jier- 
manent homo they mean demoralization, utter 
«nd complete; and It 1* at tliab point that in- 
numerable familial to-day, have begun to 


I Ing protests, and nsk God to bless the word 
I whether in tho hearing or tho reading. 


In much of tbo boarding houso and hotel 


life in this country ths demon of gossip hplds 
full sway. All the guests do, day by day in 
some of these pliictis, is to run the gauntlet of 
general suspicion. How they look when they 
conic down in the morning; how lato they 
conic in last night; whore did they live; who 
they entertained as guests; what they wear; 
what they don't wear; what they eat; what 
they don't eat; how much they eat; how little 
thejr eat! If a man proposes to bo reticent 
and isolated in such a place he wametiuies 
conies under suspicion. Who is he? Where did 
he come from? 
How long is ho going 


to stay? Has he paid his hoard? 
How 


much docs he pay! There must be something 
about him, or ho would speak; perhaps ho 
has committed some crime, and does not wont 
to be found out; and tho whole houso goes 
into the detwtivo business; who is he? If ho 
accidentally leave his door unlocked, ho wiU 
find when he gets bark that the room has 
been inspected and his trunk explored, and 
his lettei* folded up ;i different way from the 
way in which he folded them. Who is he? is 
the question of more anxious anxiety in many 
of these places, and until tho subject be- 
comes monomania. The simple fact is, 
be is nolwdy in particular but n man mind- 
ing his own business. 
TJhe best landlord and 


landlady sometimes can't hinder their places 
becoming a pandemonium of .whispers, and 
reputations arc torn to tatters, and suspicions 
raised, and scandals ore started, and the parlia- 
ment of tbe home is blown to atoms by some 
Guv FawkfK, who was not 'arrested in time, 
as was his English predecessor. The reason 
is that while in the private home there is so 
much to do that the family is kept busy, in 
many of the hoarding houses and hotels of 
this country there is a large number of people 
who have nothing to do, and that condition 
always makes mischief. For whole hours 
they will )>e in consultation about somebody's 
character. 
2fow, if they had to go half a 


mile before they could reach the willing 
ear they might get out of breath before they 
arrive there, ami they mijfht cool off in their 
animosity and desires to spread the slander; 
or they might not go at all because of the dis- 
tance. 


But rooms 30, 21,22,23, 21 and 25, are on 


the same corridor, and when one carrion 
crow cries: "Caw, caw, caw!" tho whole 
flock of irnmsjtather over the same carcass; 
oh, I have heard something rich; sit right 
down here, and I 
will 
tell 
you 
all 


about it.; and at tbe Jirst 
guffaw 
they 


gather in from nil the rooms and each one 
after a while leaves tbe circle and takes a 
spark from the 'altar of gab to some other 
circle, until by nightfall everybody hi the 
house, from the coal beaver in Hie cellar to 
tbe man in thu lop room of the gairet, has 
heard of tin* rk-famation. 
And then, in tho 


evening, the boardws go out and curry the 
tidings, and tbc^autunuial fires sweeping 
across an Illinois prairie are not so raging or 
so swift as this flaming and consuming repu- 
tation, bid/ing across the village or the city. 


Thusy of us who were brought up in the 


countiy know that, thpoid-fabbioned batching 
of eggs hi the haymow required four or 
five weeks of brooding; but there hrss been 
modern machinery invented nliicli haU:hus 
them out in «hortor time and more muiti- 
ludinously. And so it is (hat while in pri- 
vate homes may IK; hatched out litre and 
there a falsity, and take n good while to do 
it, nimy of tbe boarding houses and hotels 
arc places provided with facilities for swifter 
ami more multitudinous moral incubation. 
One old go-sip will ;;rt oil' the nost after one 
hour's brooding, clucking to a whole, flock of 
thirty lii\s ,-itVr her, each one picking up its 
littlo worm of juicy regalement. 


Ob, my friends, you do not want to know 


too much about your nnghlxirs, because, it 
will take up TO much of yonr time to look 
after their faults that you will have no time 


' ready made—out unless tflon? DO' an im- 
perative reason, husband and wife ought 
not to consent to this publics residence, 
or strike the home tent. Tbe wife will bave 
to divide her husband's tlino with tho smok- 
ing and reading room, and witb souitj strat- 
egic, spoiler always on tho lookout for the 
unwary, and if your husband is not utterly 
destroyed, it will be lK-canso he is kept by 
tbo graco of God from temptations which 
bave slain thousands of husbands as good as 
yours. 


Neither will the husband consent to such a 


public residence unless there be au imperative 
reason. 
Unless be is sure bis wifo can stand 


the temptations and social dissipations which 
sweep across such 11 pltico like Atlantic storms 
driven by the September equinox. Many n 
married woman has given up her bo mo that 
she might, through the leisure afforded her in 
a boarding bouse or a hotel, give her entire 
time to operas, theatres and balls, and recep- 
tions and levees. 
Her life a ponwtual whirl, 


like a whipped top spuming round and 
round and round very prettily, until it loses 
its equipoise and darts off at a .tangent. In 
tbe one case it is a top; in the other case it is 
a human soul. Besides that, tbi-ro is an ac 
cumulation of little things in a private home 
which, in the aggregate, make up a great at- 
traction, wbilu the denizen of. one of these 
public reports or residences says: "O, what 
is the use? 
Why should I gather those 


things when T have i>o place to pnfc t'oeiw" 
Mementoes, 
bric-a-brac, 
curiosities, 
up- 


holsteries, 
quaint 
ohair,' 
cosy 
sofa, 


pictures, and those 
little 
things that 


are 
around 
the 
borne, 
but 
-which 


arn discarded if there bo no homestead in 
wbich to arrange them. These are "little 
things," you say. Yes, but they are tho c&se 
in which tbe pearl of domestic happiness is 
set. ' You cannot have any sacred association 
about yon in the boarding house as you c;ui 
in tho private home, where all tbe things are 
somehow associated with some mciqber of the 
family or with some happy incident in dq- 
mestic history. 


What a blessed thing it is in a house, for a 


whole lifetime these things are gathered, un- 
til every figure in the carpet, and every panel 
of the door, and every casement of the 
window, is associated wHh father or mother, 
son or daughter, or friend that tarried for a 
while.

Tho road was completed 
in 1863. Mr. Strnthcrs, in connection -with 
Gen. "Wilson, built tho first railroad hi Cali- 
fornia, from Sacramento. ,U> Folsomo. 
He 


was a leader in tho enterprise of introducing 
Btreet cars into Cincinnati, and was also in- 
terested in tho scheme of making the Des 
Moincs river, in Iowa, navigable for steam- 
boats. Before the task was finished the legis- 
lature- repudiated the land grants promised 
to the projector Of tho enterprise, and tho' 
work was abandoned. 
In 1802, when tho 


oil excitement was raging at Titusville, he 
conceived tho idea of constructing a rail- 
road from the Philadelphia nnd Erio, at 
Cony, to Titusvillc, a distance of twenty- 
oight miles. Jt proved a great success. In 
1S66 Mr. Struthors sold hfa interest in the 
road for a largo Bum, and spent a year 
traveling with his fnmily in Kurope, Egypt 
find tho Holy Land. He was associated with 
Dean Richmond in originating and building 
tho Cross Cut railroad, now a part of the Bal- 
timore, New York and Philadelphia railroad, 
which connects tho Philadelphia Riid Erie 
road at Coiry with tho Lake Shoro rood at 
Brockton. Ho also aided the New York and 
Erio road in getting the right of way through 
certain parts of PeiniKylvania. Mr. Struth- 
ers founded tho Oorry National bank, of 
which ho was for many yeara the president. 
Tn 1863 he bought the farm on which ho was 
born, erected thereon tho largest blast fur- 
nace in tho stato of Ohio, and founded tho 
flourishing town of RtrutherR. 
Tn 1867 he 


bonght a controlling interest in tho machine 
Bhops at Warren, now known as tho Struth- 
ers, Wells & Co. iron works. 
This estab- 


lishment is the most extensive and celebrated 
manufactory of drilling tools and oil well en- 
gines iii the country. Mr. Struthera was a 
memlicr- of tho Pennsylvania legislature in 
1857-68, and in 187.S was a delegate to the 
convention which drafted a now constitution 
for tho state. His last great public act of 
benevolence was to present tho town whcro 
ho resides with n magnificent building, which 
ho erected at a cost of $80,000, to l» used as a 
public library ami reading room. Ho has 
nlways Ixjen extensively interested in real os- 
lato and has done as much as any man in tho 
state to develop the lumber and oil interests, 
tho coal and iron milieu and other industrial 
of tho Allegheny vnllfly. Being now loo far 
advanced in years to take an active part In 
public affairs, ho has settled down to the 
peacefulness of a [scri'iio old ago. Ho, how- 
ever, takes a lively Interest In fitato and 
national jwlitiwi, and his advice- is never 
•ought in vain on any matter of local import-
